I  have  the  honour  as  Port  Medical  Officer  for  the  Port  of  Rochester  to  present 
my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1972 


The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  directions  issued  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  states  that  a  full  report  is  required  every  5 
years,  and  that  information  given  previously  and  remaining  unchanged  need  not  be 
repeated. 


During  the  year,  1,398  vessels  arrived  from  foreign  ports  and  427  coastwise. 
As  previously  stated  these  figures  are  for  ships  bound  for  Rainbam,  Gillingham  and 
Rochester,  and  do  not  reflect  on  the  total  number  of  vessels  entering  the  River 
Medway, 


The  general  pattern  Of  imports  and  exports  have  changed  little  during  the 
year,  although  the  trend  is  slowly  changing  to  that  of  bulk  cargoes,  particularly  citrus 
fruits,  preserves,  bulk  cherries  etc. 

Small  consignments  of  varying  quantities  of  imported  foods  are  still  received 
with  general  cargo,  which  merits  inspection  and  sampling  as  required.

X  OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  OCCURRENCE  OF  MALARIA  ON  SHIPS, 

The  bulk  of  the  shipping  is  from  Scandinavian,  Netherlands  and  German 
Ports  and  to  a  lesser  extent  from  North  American  Ports,  Tankers  from 
Venezuela  are  loaded  there  at  Jetties  extending  well  out  into  the  sea,  thus 
malarial  carrying  mosquitoes  constitute  little  hazard  to  the  crews,  and  there 
have  been  no  cases  aboard  ships  entering  the  Port  of  Rochester  during  the 
year. 

XI  MEASURES  TAKEN  AGAINST  SHIPS  INFECTED  WITH  OR  SUSPECTED 
FOR  PLAGUE

XII  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS  FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

(1)  PROCEDURE  FOR  INSPECTIONOF  SHIPS  FOR  RATS 

Deratting  or  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  are  examined  as  a  routine 
and  further  course  of  action  is  determined  as  a  result  of  such  inspection.  When 
inspecting  crew's  quarters  etc.,  a  general  Inquiry  is  usually  enough  to  discover 
the  presence  of  rats  on  board,  some  seamen  complain  very  readily  if  they  know 
of  rats  on  board  the  ship. 
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Cargo  workers  are  good  source  of  information.  The  trade  on  which  the 
vessel  has  been  engaged  since  her  last  Deratting,  or  Deratting  Exemption  Certi¬ 
ficate,  was  issued  is  an  important  factor  in  determining  what  further  inspection 
should  be  carried  out.  Cargoes  of  wood  puip  have  little  attraction  for  rats  and 
vessels  engaged  constantly  in  this  trade  are  not  often  infested;  if  rats  are  found 
they  are  generally  confined  to  a  peak  or  store  room  and  are  not  distributed 
throughout  the  ship. 

On  the  other  hand  a  ship  that  has  been  employed  for  some  time  in 
carrying  grain,  or  has  carried  out  a  long  trip  with  such  a  cargo  merits  further 
investigation,  particularly  if  her  Deratting  Certificate  is  nearing  its  expiratory 
date. 

(2)  BACTERIOLOGICAL  OR  PATHOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF 

RODENTS 

There  is  no  rodent  operative  permanently  on  Port  work  but,  in  cases 
when  it  is  deemed  necessary,  the  shore  rodent  operative  is  employed  in  order 
to  obtain  specimens  of  rats  for  bacteriological  examination, 

(3)  DERATTING  OF  SHIPS 

Deratting  and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  are  issued  by  the  Port  of 
Rochester,  In  cases  where  fumigation  is  unnecessary  deratting  is  carried  out  by 
means  of  poisons,  traps  and  sulphur. 

When  inspecting  a  vessel  for  the  issue  of  a  certificate  in  accordance  with 
Article  52  of  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations  the  inspection  is  carried 
out  as  required  by  the  regulations  governing  the  issue  of  such  a  certificate.  The 
whole  vessel  from  peaks,  hold  and  engine  room  to  chart  and  wireless  rooms  is 
inspected  and  report  is  made  on  harbourage,  specifying  the  particular  har¬ 
bourage  found  in  each  compartment. 

(4)  RAT  PROOFING  OF  SHIPS 

There  are  no  vessels,  other  than  naval  vessels  and  motor  barges,  built  in 
the  Port  and  measures  are  confined  to  dealing  with  existing  rat-proofing  which 
has  suffered  damage  in  service. 

Inspection  continues  to  show  that  effective  rat-proofing  of  new  construc¬ 
tion  is  of  major  importance  and  harbourages  are  now  practically  eliminated. 
With  the  very  high  standard  of  hygiene  of  board  ships,  absence  of  food  scraps 
and  waste  water,  it  is  increasingly  difficult  for  any  rat  population  to  survive.

Refuse  Collection 


There  is  no  established  refuse  collection  in  the  Port.  Normally  this  is  not 
considered  necessary,  but  during  the  national  stoppage  in  1972  arrangements  were 
made  for  refuse  to  be  deposited  on  pier  heads  for  collection  by  the  Corporation, 
These  arrangements  were  satisfactory. 

During  1972  the  gradual  elimination  of  the  older  type  vessel,  and  the  more 
modern  wei!  designed  ships  have  continued. 

It  is  now  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule  to  find,  structural  and  other  major 
defects.  These  however  are  occasionally  found  In  some  older  vessels,  particularly 
under  the  'Flag  of  Convenience"  where  the  vessel  has  changed  ownership  many 
times,  and  in  particular  those  vessels  under  a  single  owner  and  not  belonging  to  an 
established  line. 


in  such  circumstances  it  is  difficult  to  establish  an  efficient  control,  and  one 
can  only  repot!  the  defects  to  the  Master,  Minor  defects  and  nuisances  which  occur 
in  any  well  run  vessel  are  usually  remedied  when  reported. 
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Pamting,  which  is  a  never  ending  task  at  sea,  is  gradually  being  eliminated  by 
interior  iimng  with  laminated  board,  which  is  easily  cleansed  and  vermin  proof. 

Cockroaches  are  still  reported  particularly  from  vessels  trading  from  the  far  East 
Despite  elimination  by  intensive  treatment  whilst  in  U.K„  ports  vessels  are  reinfested 
on  return  to  the  Far  East,

The  Public  Analyst  reported  that  these  counts  are  further  evidence  of  manu- 
Bcture  under  poor  conditions  and  suggested  that  the  Importers  might  consider  having 
urther  and  independent  tests  done  for  their  own  satisfaction.  The  Importer  was 
nformed  accordingly. 


A  letter  received  from  the  Importers  stated  that"Both  the  factories,  one  in  the 
town  of  Guyala  and  one  in  Szeged  have  been  established  since  1869,  and  are  the 
most  up  to  date  factories  on  which  the  Hungarian  Government  had  invested  thousands 
of  pounds  to  modernise  all  the  time.  Both  these  products  are  exported  the  world 
over,  and  I  would  say  that  they  are  the  articles  of  which  Hungary  is  most  proud. 

There  is  no  country  m  Europe  to  which  these  products  are  not  sold,  if  anything 
there  is  a  permanent  shortage  because  of  this  very  great  demand. 

In  the  circumstances  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  that  it  is  difficult  to  accept  that: 
these  goods  are  manufactured  under  poor  conditions. 

There  are  resident  Chemists  working  in  very  up  to  date  laboratories  in  both 
factories  and  one  would  expect  that  their  methods  of  production  would  be  as  up  to 
date  as  anywhere. 

However,  we  shall  send  a  copy  of  your  letter  both  to  the  Commercial  Attache 
at  the  Hungarian  Legation,  and  the  exporting  Company  in  Hungary  for  their  urgent 
comments,  and  we  shah  certainly  revert  to  th  s  matter  as  soon  as  we  hear  from  them  .
